It was exvy and hatred that cauſed it to fare ſo ill with honeſt Joſeph, 
for ſaith Steven the Deacon, Atts 7. 9. And the Patriarchs moved with 
envy, ſo/d Foſeph into Egypt; but, ſaith the Text, God was with him, And 
in Egypt, Foſeph's luſtful Miſtris being enraged at his godly Anſwer, 
How ca 1 do this great wickedaeſs and ſta againſt God ? cauſed his Maſter 


_ tocaſthiminto Priſon : Byr, ſaith the Text, God was with him, Gen.” 


39. 21, Andthe Reaſon of all this is, Eſau hated Jacob, becauſe of the 
bleſſing, Gen. 27,41. And the brethren of Joſeph hated him, ſo that they 
conld not ſpeak, Peaceably to him, and the reaſon was becauſe his Father 
loved him more than they, Gen. 37. 4. And they hated him yet the more 
becauſe of his dreams, ver\. 5, When the Earthly Father loved him, this 
was ſom? cauſe of their hatred; but this hatred 1s further agravated and 
_ greatly heightened, when his Heavenly Father unboſomes Himſelf to 
him. And thus it 1s when the Seed of the Woman becomes, ( by the free 
Grace of God in Chriſt) of the houſhold of Faith , then the Seed of the 
Serpent begins to Hate, then the Bond-womans ſon begins to Scoffe, and 
deride the ſon of the Free-woman, when they have received Chriſt , and 
ſet to their Seal, that God # true, John 3.

As to the te» Dayes Im- 
priſonment, we know it poſſibly may be ſome Years, as the Apofile 
Panl was, who had worn out two Years at Rowe, after he had ap- 
. pealed to Ceſar, where the ſtory of the Scripture leaveth him under 
Bonds, As 28. 30. But Gods time of Dzliverance, is the beſt time 
| for Deliverance ; through Mercy ſome have had it;and therefore I am 
Defirous that others ſhould wait for it. 

But this was,and is the great.Coxfidence and Comfort of ſome of Gods 
People, that the Devil is Limited, as to his Power, as well as to nis 
Time ; He can go no farther than his Bounds ; For at that he hath, s

But to our Matter - The Devil hath done what he can to Job, and 
yet Fob holds his Integrity ; But the Devil will not ſo leave him ; for 
ſaith the Devil, Sk for sK:1,99 all that a man hath will he give for his 
Life , put forth now thine hand,and touch his bones and his fleſhand be will 
Curſe thee to thy Face. Andthe Lord ſaid unto Satan, Behold he is ;n 
thy Hands, but ſave his Life, Here 1s anew Commiſsion, and a new 
Limitation ; whence we may (till take. notice of the Providential. 
Care, that the Great God hath. of his poor Faithful Ones ; for ſaith 
our Saviour, Are not two Sparrows ſould in the Markgt for one Farthing, 
ard not one of them ſhallfall to the Ground, withaut your Heavenly Fa-. 
ther ? But the very Hairs of your Head are all numbred, (pray mind .ut) 
are all Numbyed ; Fear ye not therefore, ye are of more Ualue than: 
many Sparrows ; Doth God take care for Oxen ? I Cor. 9. 9. Doth 
God take care for Sparrows? And will he not take care for you, if you. 
in his ſtrength, ſtand firm to his Requirements, O ye of Little Farth? 

God gives his Servants Gifts and Graces, and God requires 
an Improvement of thoſe Gifts and Graces, that ſo he may have 
the Glory of them : And therefore. the next thing conſiderable in the 
Textis, That the Devil ſhall caſt ſome of yow into Priſon ten Dayes, 
that you may be Tied ; mind it Souls, it is that you may be Trp- 
ed; And now Friends, look to your ſelves, you. that were not 
willing in times of Proſperity to keep clofe to the Words of Chriſts 
Patience, Will hardly with Patience lie ina Priſon, or a dark Dunge- 
on, in this hour of Temptation, that ſhall come upon all the World, 
zo try them that dwell upon Earth, to try thoſe that live upon the Earth- 
ly Vanities of the Earth, upon Creatures, and Creature Comforts ; 
I ſay look to it, for I am verily preſwaded,and that by the Word of the 
Lord,that God hath yet a finer ſeive to bring his people thorow;And as 

I ſaidin my Fazraticks Letter, in page 19. God #s now going to gather 
Congregations out of Congregations, and Churches out of Churches, Oh! 
how many are there that have already fallez through this Courſe Serve, 
and theſe no mean Ones neither! This little Ridling time,me-thinks- 
it ſeems to me like the Dragons Tail, ſpoken of, Rev. 12, 4. þ.. mf 
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them into. the world again, for their earthly 
wiſh.that ſuch ſouls would ſeriouſly conſider the danger they are in, 
' fiom. Heb. 6.6. Oh conſider. this, all ye that forget God, left he takes 
you away, and there te none to help, Pſal. 50. 22. | 
:.Chriſt is now fitting as : Refiver and Pyrifier of Silver, Mal-73, 3. 
Andihe will purifie the Sons of Levi, and purge them as Gold and $77- 
ver,that they may offer an Offering in Righteouſneſs ; He is now at work 
with his Fullers Soap ; and how can they be cleanſed, that will not'en- 
dure the ſcouring Water of Perſecution ?

To whom 
the Lord Chriſt made this reply, ſaying, Ye kxow not what ſpirit ye are 
of ; for the Son of Man came not to deſtroy mens lives but to ſave them, 
Therefore, O Richard Brows, exrmine thy ſpirit, and ſee whether ic 
be from Chriſt. or not ; For a Kingdom divided againſt it ſelf cannot 
and, WL.

or againſt them, that which will either accuſe or excxſe,even that Wit- 
neſs-bearer,ſpoken of by our Apoſtle, Row.2.14. which Light is tobe 
followed by thoſe that have not the written Law of God to Regulate 
them ; and therefore we ſhall read the Text thus, For when the Gentiles 
which have not the Law (written ) do by Nature the things contained 11 
the Law (written) theſe having not the Law (written) are a Law unto 
themſelves, which ſhews the work of the Law (written) to be written in 
their hearts, their Conſcience alſo bearing them witneſs,and their thoughts 
in the mean while accuſing or excuſing one another : So that, that which 
doth accnſe or excuſe, 1s Conſrience, or that Light within ; ſo that b 
their rule, Conſcience,or the Light of Natere, is Chriſt; becauſe it doth 
make manifeſt, and ſo they run it up, That which doth mike manifeſt 
is Light, and Chri(t is Light, and this Light is Chriſt, or the Spirit of 
Chriſt ; Chriſt and his Spirit is 0ne,and cannot be divided; and © that 
Chriſt, or their Light withi them, is in them their hope of glory, I ſay

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And ſeeing Conſcience 1$ that which doth either accuſe or excuſe,and AY: 
that thou haſt and doſt that whichin Conſcience ought not tobe done; Ts 
letme inplainneſs tell thee, I fear thy Coxſcience 1s aſleep ; I ſay, it is 
to be feared Copſcience is and hath been along time in a deep Lethargy; 
therefore jogg it, rouſe it, awake it, tell it, it hath ſlept long enouvh, 
and that thou haſt need of it,. for thou haſt an Alarm from one of the 
Sons of Zion, that telleth thee thy Condition is ſad,and that he is ſuch 
an one unto thee, as once the Lord Chriſt was to the Woman af the 
Well of .Samaria, John 4, 17, 29, that he is down-right with thee, and 
telleth thee in plainneſs of ſpeech what thou haſt done,and what is thy 
danger, and what thy atts of vo/ence will bring thee to, 

And when Conſciexce 1s throughly awaked, ask it ſeriouſly, and de- 
fire it to ſatisfie thee plainly, whether 1t doth judge, that thou* thy 
ſelf couldeſt be willing to be ſerved, as thou haſt ſerved many a poor 
man, yea many a miſerable poor man, that thou haſt caſt intoPriſon ? 
And where. thy Children tender and young, as poſſible ſome of theirs 
are, at thy poor, empty, and naked houſe, crying out for bread ; and 
thou kept in Priſon not ina capacity to gain thine own nor theirs,even 
to the wounding of thy Soul, and to the great burthen of thy Spirit ;

6, 19,20, Ye are not your own, for ye are 
bought with a price : therefore glorify God both 1n your bodies and 1n your 
ſpirits, which are Gods, And 1 Cor, 7. 23, Te are bought with a price, be 
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© "not the ſervants of men;And he that bought us ſaith by his Son, Mar. 5. 
34.Swear not at all; and yet thou doſt 1impriſon men and women, be- 
cauſe they will not ſerve men in Swearing for them, and when they 
wonld have them. | 

Secondly, We coſt God dear, even his own Son, Tit, 2. 14. yea, the 
precious blood of that Son ;, For ſo ſaith the Text, I Pet, 1,18. For ye 
are not redeemed with corruptible things, as ſilver aud gold, from your vain 
converſation, received by tradition from your fathers ; ; un with the precions 
Blood of the' Son of God as of a Lamb without blemiſh, and without ſpot - 
Yea,by the Blood of him that loved us and waſhed us from our fizs in his own 
Blood, Rev. i. 5. and Rev, 5.9. and Heb. 9. 12, 13, 26,

and God moſt Miraculouſly devides the Sea, and cauſeth 1ſrael to go 
over dry-ſhod ; But when Pharaoh, his Hoſt and his Chariots pur- 
ſued them, the Waters returned and over-whelmed them all, Exod, 
14, from 22. to 3O, |

N D ncow,O Richard Brown, before I Retreat from thy Quar - 
ters,” I ſhall ſound theea PAXKLEY,; although I may- 
ſay to my ſelf, and the Peaceable People of God, as once 
ED Hezekiah ſaid to 1ſrael of 0:d, 2 Chron. 32.28. We need not 
be diſmayed, notwithſtanding all the Rude Multitude that is with thee ; 
For with Thee, is an Arme of Fleſh, but with Us, is the Lord onr God, 
to Fight our Battels for us ; Though we are on the Strongeſt fide, and 
have the Beſt places of Defence, For the Name of the Lord is a Stroug 
Tower, the Righteous flee tot; and are ſafe, Prov. 18, 10, And they that 
' truſt in the Lord, are as Mount Zion, that cannot be Moved, but Abideth 
for ever, Pſal. 1.25, Yea, when Sinners in Zion are Afraid, and 
when fearfnlneſs ſtall Surpriſe the Hypocrite, then De that walketh Righ- 
teouſly, and ſpeaketh Uprightly, Iſa. 33. 14. &c. then Ne that deſpiſeth 
the Gain of Oppreſſion, Ie that ſhaketh his hands from taking of Bribes,
